105 Ellio ts Taken fo r Senato r and 
No No minatio n Made as Yet. 


Repo rt o f the 46th District Republi­ 
can Legislative Co nventio n 
At Little Falls. 


L ittle F alls , Sept. 26. 
Special co rrespo ndence to tbe Dispatch . 
The legislative co nventio n fo r the 
46th district at Little Falls was called 
to o rder at 3 o ’clo ck yesterday after­ 
no o n by Chairman Rho des, who read 
the call. On mo tio n o f C. H. Ward, 
o f To dd co unty, N. H. Iugerso ll was 
elected chairman o f the co nventio n 
and A. W. Sheets secretary. A co m­ 
mittee o f five o n credentials was o n 
mo tio n appo inted by the chair as 
fo llo ws: 
O. H. Ward, o f To dd co unty, C. H. 
Rines, o f Mille Lacs co unty, S. F. 
Staples, o f Mo rriso n co unty, and W. 
E. Seeley, o f Cro w Wing co unty. 
A co mmittee o f five o n reso lutio ns, 
co nsisting o f J. D. Jo nes, o f To dd, J. 
H. Rho des, o f Mo rriso n, Jo hn Wait, 
o f To dd, H. J. Spencer and D. D. 
Smith, o f Cro w Wing, was o n mo tio n 
appo inted by the chair. 
On permanent o rganizatio n tbe 
chair appo inted M. Dinkle, o f To dd, 
H. C. Hanso n and M. Murphy, o f 
Mo rriso n, and Henry Spalding, o f 
Cro w Wing. 
A recess o f five minutes was taken 
and the co mmittee o n credentials re­ 
po rted the fo llo wing delegates as 
entitled to seats in the co nventio n: 
Mille Lacs—H. C. Rines, two vo tes. 
Cro w Wing - H J. Spencer, W. E. 
Seeley, N. H. Ingereo ll, Henry Spald­ 
ing and D. D. Smith. 
To dd-Jo hn Wait, C. H Ward, A. 
W. Sheets, J. D. Jo nes and M. Dinkle. 
Mo rriso n—J. H. 
Rho dee, S. F. 
Staples, Hans. C. Hanso n and Mark 
Murphy. 
The repo rt was ado pted by the co n­ 
ventio n. 
The co mmittee o n o rganizatio n re­ 
po rted with the reco mmendatio n that 
the tempo rary o rganizatio n be made 
permanent, which repo rt was ado pted. 
The co mmittee o n reso lutio ns pre­ 
sented the fo llo wing reso lutio n to the 
co nventio n: 


R xso lvxd 
, That the republicans o f 
the 46th legislative district in co nven­ 
tio n assembled, believe that the true 
principles o f republicanism are mo st 
fully and co mpletely embo died in the 
E 
latfo rm ado pted at the late Fifth 
district Republican Co ngressio nal 
co nventio n, ao d that we mo st heartily 
endo rse the same, and hereby ado pt 
it as o ur platfo rm. 
The reso lutio n was ado pted by the 
co nventio n. 
On mo tio n the chair appo inted fo ur 
tellers, o ne fro m each co unty, co n­ 
sisting o f 8. F. Staples. W. E. Seeley, 
C. H Ward and H C. Rines. 
A mo tio n was made to ballo t fo r a 
candidate fo r state senato r, the first 
vo te standing Flynn 6, Lum 5, and 
Lee 5. The vo ting co ntinued until 
56 ballo ts had been taken, the result 
being the Bame, with the exceptio n o f 
the 54rd, at which time Lum received 
6, Lee 6, and Flynn 4. 
The co nven­ 
tio n then adjo urned until 9:30 this 
(Friday) mo rning. 
The first ballo t this mo rning re­ 
sulted in 5 vo tes fo r Lee, 5 fo r Lum, 
and 6 fo r Flynn, and co ntinued so 
until the 73rd ballo t, when two vo tes 
left Flynn and went to Lee. 
On the 
next ballo t Lum gained o ne o f Flynn’s 
vo tes. The ballo t then went back into 
the rut o f 7 fo r Lee, 5 fo r Lum, and 
4 fo r Flynn, and up to adjo urnment 
until 1 p. m., when the 105th ballo t 
had been taken, it remained the same, 
with the exceptio n o f three co mpli­ 
mentary ballo ts given to R. C. Dunn 
in the 91st ballo t. 
It is expected that a break will 
o ccur this afterno o n, and the Lum 
delegatio n feel co nfident.

The ballot then went back into 
the rut of 7 for Lee, 5 for Lum, and 
4 for Flynn, and up to adjournment 
until I p. m., when the 105th ballot 
had been taken, it remained the same, 
with the exception of three compli­ 
mentary ballots given to R. C. Dunn 
in the 91st ballot. 
It is expected that a break will 
occur this afternoon, and the Lum 
delegation feel confident.

W hen Cortez had com pleted the 
onq uest of Mexico, the Spaniards, 
inionar a g re a t m uny other peculiar 
m d 
extrao dinary 
observations 
which they m ade in th a t rem arkable 
.‘o untry, were p articularly struck 
m il puzzled by one fact. 
T h e y no­ 
iced th a t the Aztecs possessed cer- 
:nin im plem ents, wueh 
jihknives,dag * 
rers, etc., m ade of iron, but it seem* 
*d th a t only the m ost disting uished 
if tlie natives possessed snob, th a t 
ron was a g reat ra rity, and was 
prized hig her th a n g oid. 
At first the Spaniard« believed th a t 
the Aztecs extracted the m etal 
in 
ionic crude lush ion from its ore, which 
(bounded in m any p a rts of thecoun- 
try, but they soon ascertained th a t 
this was no t the case 
They found 
th a t no t a sing le « m elting furnace 
‘xisted in the empire, am i their sur­ 
prise was no t sm all when they learn- 
:*] th a t the Aztecs were to ta lly unac­ 
q uainted with any m ethod o fe xtm e t­ 
ing the iron from the ore, which in­ 
deed they had never suspected of any 
kinship with the hig hly valued m et­ 
al. 
The q uestion whence tin» Aztecs 
had procured the little iron they pos­ 
sessed liecame a jierplexing problem 
to the Spaniards, a problem which 
they were never able to solve. 
The 
nat ives do no t seem to have enlig ht­ 
ened them much on tli * subject, for 
when asked they m ysteriously {mint­ 
ed to the sky and indicated th a t they 
obtained their iron from the reg ions 
above. 
Such assertions no boubt 
the S paniards received with an in­ 
credulous smile, and they concluded 
th a t the Aztecs received it by way of 
traffic with som e o th er perhaps m ore 
civilized nation, which they susjieet- 
ed to exist and kept looking for, 
no rth and south, for m ore th a n a 
hundred years. 
It was left to m odern science to 
unravel th e m ystery. 
The Aztecs 
were q uite correct. 
The iron of which 
they had m ade their im plem ents was 
no t fashioned from m aterials of this 
terrestrial g lobe, but had come to 
them from the unknow n reg ions of 
space. 
Their iron w.is, in tact, of 
m eteoric orig in, like th a t c.f the M ay­ 
as of Y ucatan and the Incas of Peru, 
of which m any w eapons are still pre­ 
served in collections. 


O u r R a ilw a y M ile a g e . 
The railw ay mileag e of the Cnited 
S tates increased only a b o u t 4,000 
miles during 1884. m aking the to ta l, 
in round num bers, 125,600 miles. 
The clim ax of railw ay construction 
was reached in 1882, during which 
year the m ileag e increased 11,506 
miles. 
The year 1878. the last of 
shrinkag e of values preceding the 
business revival which culm inated 
1880, g ave an increase of only 2,- 
660 miles, but it was no t business 
depression alone th a t checked rail­ 
way construction in 1884. 
The in­ 
crease of m ileag e has been g reater 
th a n the increase of population and 
commerce, so th a t tim e m ust be al­ 
lowed for the nation to g row up to 
the railw ay facilities already pro­ 
vided. 
Im p o rta nt lines are yet to 
be constructed, and undoubtedly the 
mileag e will creep steadily upw ard 
for n long tim e to come, but no ex­ 
pansion like th a t of the last fifteen 
years can te expected. 
In 1869 , 
when the last spike of the I'nion and 
C entral Pacific was driven atO g dcu, 
I tali, the railw ay m ileag e of the 
Cnited S tates was less th a n 44,000 
miles. 
The m ag nitude of the expan­ 
sion can l>e understood by rem em ter- 
ing th a t th e present m ileag e of the 
Cnited King dom of G reat B ritain 
and Ireland is less th a n 19 ,000m iles, 
or only ab o ut three tim es th a t of 
tlie S ta te of New York. T his cotn- 
p atison will be sufficient to indicate 
to any intellig ent person th a t it 
would lie folly toe.\f» eot railw ayeon- 
structio n in the Cnited S tates to 
continue a t anyth ing like its ra te 
for the last fifteen years, and the 
m o st m arvellous developm ents m ay 
Is» witnessed in o ther p a rts of the 
world. 
Kng land is considering the 
project of constructing 20,000 miles 
of railw ay in India, and the plans 
for th e expenditure of $ 150,000,000 
have already lieen draw n. China is 
not an inviting field for railw ay con­ 
tra c to rs. but Ja p a n is and Africa 
m ay soon be. 


A B la nd B u t S h r e w d S e na to r .

This will not remain in the 
stomach more than two or three minutes, 
and probably the bone will be ejected with 
the coag ulated mass. If tartar emetic is 
not convenient a spoonful of mustard dis­ 
solved in milk warm water and swallowed 
will answer every purpose of the emetic.— 
[Herald of Health.

Joseph Marsh, an employe of the Northern 
Pacific railway a t Brandon, committed sui­ 
cide by hanging. 
The deed ie thought to 
have been the result of excessive drinking. 
The creamery in Hastings lias been leased 
to G. W. Martin A Co., proprietors of the 
Zenith creamery, St. Paul, and has been 
started up. 
P. IL Rainily, the alliance candidate for 
State auditor, pulls hi* name off the ticket. 
He says th a t there is altogether too much 
internal dissension in the organization for 
success. 
A five-foot vein of silver ore was recently 
discovered a t Lake Marinda. about five 
miles from Grand Murais. 
The lucky finder 
is the father of Dr A. E. Spalding, of Lu­ 
verne. 
The Adrian Farm ers' alliance men who re­ 
cently purchased the Thompson elevator 
at th a t place have incorporated under the 
name of the Adrian Alliance Mercantile and 
Elevator company. 
George Blanchard, a farm hand in the em­ 
ploy of Albert Fisher, near Wiscov, com 
nutted suicide by shooting himself through 
the head with a revolver. No caus;? is as­ 
signed for the rash act. 
Mrs Emma Anderson, aged 55 years, and 
Miss Caroline Biackliii, aged 18 years, both 
•died of consumption a t Albert I/#a. The 
grippe, which prevailed so universally last 
winter, is believed to have superinduced the 
former. 
Frank Bohrer, the prominent W ashington 
county farmer who was injured while a t­ 
tem pting to cross the track, near Still water 
in advance of a train, died a t the Commercial 
hotel in Hudson. 
He leaves a wife and six 
children. 
Malcolm Mcinnis. of Oneota. aged forty- 
two, and Ernest O. Miss, of Duluth, aged 
thirty-nine, both single men, were struck by 
a sw itch engine and fatally injured. 
They 
stepped from the track to avoid one train, 
but got right in front of another. 
A man named Hendrickson, of McGregor, 
Iowa, a laborer, was found dead on the 
track near Glenville. Freeborn county. 
It is 
supposed th a t the man fell from a passen­ 
ger train. An inquest was held, which re­ 
vealed the fact th a t one leg was broken and 
bis head badly bruised. 
The north and south-bound trains on the 
F argo and Southern railroad collied a t Du­ 
mont, derailing both engines. None were in­ 
ured, but the locomotives were badly wreck­ 
ed. 
Tlte accident was caused by the brake­ 
men being unable to hold the train on ac­ 
count of slippery rails.

roil was a great rarity, and was 
prized higher than gold. 
At first the Spaniards believed that 
the Aztecs extracted the metal in 
some crude fashion from its ore, which 
i bounded in many ports of the coun­ 
try, but they soon ascertained that 
this was not the case 
They found 
that not a single sm elting furnace 
existed in the empire, and their sur­ 
prise was not small when they learn­ 
ed th at the Aztecs were totally unac­ 
quainted with any method of extract­ 
ing the iron from the ore, which in­ 
deed they had never suspected of any 
kinship with the highly valued m et­ 
al. 
The question whence the Aztecs 
had procured the little iron they pos­ 
sessed liecame a perplexing problem 
to the Spaniards, a problem which 
they were never able to solve. 
The 
natives do not seem to have enlight­ 
ened them much on t h - subject, for 
when asked they mysteriously point­ 
ed to the sky and indicated that they 
obtained their iron from the regions 
above. 
Such assertions no boubt 
the Spaniards received with an in- 
1 credulous smile, aud they concluded 
th at the Aztecs received it by way of 
traffic with some other perhaps more 
civilized nation, which they suspect- 
ed to exist and kept looking for, 
north and south, for more than a 
hundred years.

O ur Railway Mileage. 
The railway mileage of the United 
States increased only about 4,000 
milt's daring 18M4, making the total, 
in round numbers, 125,600 miles. 
The climax of railway construction 
was reached in 1882, during which 
year the mileage increased 11.ROG 
miles. 
The year 1878. the last of 
shrinkage of values preceding the 
business revival which culminated 


1 .8 8 0 , gave an increase of only 2,- 
066 miles, hut it was not business 
depression alone that checked rail­ 
way construction in 1884. 
The in­ 
crease of mileage has h«,en greater 
than the increase of population and 
commerce, so that time must be al­ 
lowed for the nation to grow un to 
the railway facilities already pro­ 
vided. 
Im portant lines are yet to 
tie constructed, and undoubtedly the 
mileage will creep steadily upward 
for a long time to come, but no ex­ 
pansion like th at of the last fifteen 
years can lie expected. 
In 186b, 
when the last spike of the Union and 
Central Pacific was driven a t Ogden. 
Utah, the railway mileage of the 
United States was less than 44,ODO 
miles. 
The magnitude of the expan­ 
sion can be understood by remember­ 
ing that the present mileage of the 
United Kingdom of (treat Britain 
and Ireland is less than 19,000 miles, 
or only about three times th at of 
tile State of New York. This com ­ 
patient! will be sufficient to indicate 
to any intelligent person that it 
would Is? folly to expect railway con- 
struction in the United States to 
continue at anything like its rate 
for tile last fifteen years, and the 
most m arvellous developments may 
Im' witnessed in other parts of tile 
world. 
England is considering the 
project of constructing 20,000 miles 
of railway in India, and the plans 
for the expenditure of $ 150,OOO,OOO 
have already been drawn. China is 
not an inviting field for railway con­ 
tractors, but Japan is and Africa 
may soon be.

It som etimes happens that a fish bone ac­ 
cidentally swallowed will rem ain in the 
esophagus and be troublesom e. In fact 
death has been occasioned by the great ir­ 
ritation of a fish bone. 
In such cases as 
soon as possible take four grains of tartai 
emetic dissolved in one-half pint of warm 
water and im m ediately after the whites ol 
six eggs. This 
will not rem ain in th* 
stomach m ore than two or three minutes, 
and probably the bone will be ejected with 
the coagulated mass. 
If tartar emetic is 
not convenient a spoonful of m ustard dis­ 
solved in m ilk warm water and swallowed 
will answer every purpose o f the emetic.— 
[Herald of Health.

Joe Genevy’s Fortune. 
Many of our people know Joe 
Genevy, who was a resident of this 
city aud whose fame as an organizer 
of “ininistrel troupes” is well known 
in Brainerd, and the following will 
be interesting reading, taking from 
tho Minneapolis Tribune: 
Joseph Genevy and John H. Vaater- 
lmg ware lucky when they married 
their present wivee, although they 
probably did not then know what the 
propitious fates had in store for them. 
They are married to sisters who are 
daughters of Michael Wagner, of St. 
Vincent. 
Their good fortune consists 
in that Mr. Wagner will soon receive 
from Germany $800,000 from the 
estate of his sister recently deceased, 
and proposes to divide the bulk of it 
among his children. Michael Wagner 
was born in Germany 08 years ago, 
and is a cousin and schoolmate of the 
celebrated composer of the same 
name. 
He was of a roving disposition, 
drifting at the age of 27 to Canada. 
Making his way to Canada he entered 
the service of the Hubeon Bay com­ 
pany, acting as their agent. 
After 
making a little pile he began on his 
own hook, trading with the Indians 
and Scotch half-breeds. 
At this time 
he met and married his wife, herself 
a Scotch half-breed. 
He acquired 
considerable land. which is now very 
valuable. At one time he owned 2,- 
500 acres in and adjacent to the 
metropolis of Manitoba, the city of 
Winnipeg. 
The mails at that time 
were carried by stage in summer and 
by dogs in winter, which was a very 
slow communication. 
For this rea­ 
son he neglected to keep up corre- 
sjnnidence with his relatives in tier- 
many, and was given up by them as 
dead. 
He came to St. Vincent in 
1876 with some money with which he 
bought I,HOU acres adjoining the pres­ 
ent town site. About that time he 
began to long for news from his family 
in Germany and re-opened cone- 
spondence with them. One day he 
was notified that there was money dr. 
him from his father’s estate. 
He lei: 
for the fatherland in 1884 to secure 
his share, which amounted to $12,000. 
While there he learned that he was 
heir to his sister Catherine’s estate 
but his identity was not believed. 
he had almost forgotten his mother 
tongue, not having spoken it for 22 
years and his appearance being much 
altered. 
After doing his best 
satisfy them he returned home anc 
placed his case in the hands of the 
German consul at St. Paul. who finally 
adjusted the matter so that Mr. Wag 
ner will soon receive his fortune of 
$800,000 in good securities. 
Old 
Wagner has, in his roving, careless 
life, often been the possessor of sub­ 
stantial wealth, but let go of it as easily 
as he got it 
Messrs. Genevy and Vasterling who 
have the assurance from Mr. Wagner 
that ho will do the handsome thing 
by them, are naturally elated over 
the good fortune that has befallen 
them. Genevy is the well known 
umbrella repairer at 316 First avenue 
south, and will keep right on in his 
business as though nothing anusim 
had befallen him. 
There are ten 
children, but by reason of Mrs 
Genevy being the old man’s favorite 
she will receive more than an euua 
portion. 
One hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars in cold cash will be 
hers as soon as the money arrive 
which may be almost any day.

seek a temporary relief in spirits, sal- 
volatile or even eau de Cologne, which 
is a t first dropped on sugar and 
finally drank out of a wine-glass. In 
other cases, by ladies especially, relief 
is sought from morphine, and in a 
E 
redisposed person the 
morphine 
abit is established with extraordi­ 
nary Tepidity. It has been said that 
as long as a person takes stimulants 
simply for their taste he is compara­ 
tively" sare, but as soon as he begins 
to drink fur the effect, then lie is run­ 
ning into danger. 
This is perhaj 
to state the case, for stimulants ra t 
er too favorably, but if the rule were 
adhered to we should have fewer 
cases of educated people sliding into 
habits of secret intemperance or into 
morphinomania. — British Medical 
Journal. 


A m erican Indians C am e From 
A sia, 
Prof. John Fiske, of H arvard col­ 
lege, in a lecture on the discovery of 
America said: 
“The aboriginal in­ 
habitants of America were undoubt­ 
edly of Asiatic origin. It is now 
klDown th at a land connection exist­ 
ed between Alaska and Kam tchatka 
in the pre-glacial period, and it was 
probably by this route th at the Asi­ 
atic colonists reached our continent. 
There is mueh evidence to show’ th at 
the Eskimos are descended from these 
early Asiatic immigrants. The In­ 
dians, however, are of an entirely 
different stock from the Eskimos. 
From Hudson’s Bay southward to 
Cape Horn the red men were prob­ 
ably all of one race, though with 
some well marked divisions into sub­ 
races; and they were, doubtless, de­ 
scended from the Asiatic tribes who 
came after Hie glacial period. 
Abo­ 
riginal America, was a much more 
archaic world than Europe^ or Asia, 
and its political and social features 
are of incalculable value to ti# stu­ 
dent of primitive re tire .

Report of the 46th District Republi­ 
can Legislative Convention 
At Little Falls. 


L ittle F alls, Sept. 26. 


Speelal correspondence to the D is p a t c h . 
The legislative convention for the 
46th district at Little Falls was called 
to order at 3 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon by Chairman Rhodes, who read 
the call. On motion of C. H. Ward, 
of Todd county, N. H. Iugersoll was 
elected chairman of the convention 
and A. W. Sheets secretary. A com­ 
mittee of five on credentials was on 
motion appointed by the chair as 
follows: 
0. H. Ward, of Todd county, C. H. 
Rines, of Mille Lacs county, S. F. 
Staples, of Morrison county, and W. 
E. Seeley, of Crow Wing county. 
A committee of five on resolutions, 
consisting of J. D. Jones, of Todd, J. 
H. Rhodes, of Morrison, John Wait, 
of Todd, H. J. Spencer and D. D. 
Smith, of Crow Wing, was on motion 
appointed by the chair. 
On permanent organization the 
chair appointed M. Dinkle, of Todd, 
H. C. Hanson and M. Murphy, of 
Morrison, and Henry Spalding, of 
Crow Wing. 
A recess of five minutes was taken 
and the committee on credentials re­ 
ported the following delegates as 
entitled to seats in the convention: 
Mille Lacs—H. C. Rines, two votes. 
Crow Wing -H . J. Spencer, W. E. 
Seeley, N. H. Ingersoll, Henry Spald­ 
ing and D. D. Smith. 
Todd-John Wait, C. H. Ward, A. 
W. Sheets, J. D. Jones and M. Dinkle. 
Morrison—J. H. 
Rhodes, S. F. 
Staples, Hans. C. Hanson and Mark 
Murphy. 
The report was adopted by the con­ 
vention. 
The committee on organization re­ 
ported with the recommendation that 
the temporary organization be made 
permanent, which report was adopted. 
The committee on resolutions pre­ 
sented the following resolution to the 
convention: 
R esolved, That the republicans of 
the 46th legislative district in conven­ 
tion assembled, believe that the trne 
principles of republicanism are most 
fully and completely embodied in the 
platform adopted at the late Fifth 
District Republican Congressional 
convention, and that we most heartily 
endorse the same, and hereby adopt 
it as our platform. 
The resolution was adopted by the 
convention. 
On motion the chair appointed four 
tellers, one from each county, con­ 
sisting of S. F. Staples. W. E. Seeley, 
C. H. Ward and H. C. Rines. 
A motion was made to ballot for a 
candidate for state senator, the first 
vote standing Flynn 6, Lum 5, and 
Lee 5. The voting continued until 
56 ballots had been taken, the result 
being the same, with the exception of 
the 54rd, at which time Lum received 
6, Lee 6, and Flynn 4. 
The conven­ 
tion then adjourned until 9:30 this 
(Friday) morning. 
The first ballot this morning re­ 
sulted in 5 votes for Lee, 5 for Lum, 
and 6 for Flynn, and continued so 
until the 73rd ballot, when two votes 
left Flynn and went to Lee. 
On the 
next ballot Lum gained one of Flynn’s 
votes. The ballot then went back into 
the rut of 7 for Lee, 5 for Lum, and 
4 for Flynn, and up to adjournment 
until 1 p. m., when the 105th ballot 
had been taken, it remained the same, 
with the exception of three compli­ 
mentary ballots given to R. C. Dunn 
in the 91st ballot. 
It is expected that a break will 
occur this afternoon, and the Lum 
delegation feel confident. 


The democratic congressional con­ 
vention for the Fifth district was held 
at Little Falls on Tuesday last, and 
was a very tame affair indeed, there 
being nothing for the convention to 
do but formally nominated A. J. 
Whiteman, of Duluth, he being the 
only man that could be found who 
was willing to offer himself as a 
sacrifice for the November slaughter. 
There was some talk of endorsing the 
Alliance candidate, but as there is 
nothing in common between the Alli­ 
ance movement and democracy, a 
large majority of those present would 
hear nothing of the kind, even if, in 
that case, they stood a slight chance 
of electing their man. The demo­ 
crats seem very much elated because 
they have succeeded in inducing a 
man to become their cmdidate who 
has unlimited amount of money, and 
who is foolish enough to spend it 
lavishly when there is not the slightest 
show of success. 
It will do them no 
good, however, as Mr. Whiteman, 
with all his money, cannot prevent 
the poople of this district from setting 
the seal of their approval on Mr. Com­ 
stock, for the ability and zeal with 
which he has represented this district 
in congress the past two years. 


A Paid Tool of Railroad Corporations. 
“I am not here to say a word against 
railroad oi corporations,” says Thomas 
Wilson to the people of Minnesota, 
and is it to be wondered at that he 
said it? 
For over a quarter of a 
century ho has been tho paid servant 
of railroad corporations and during 
all that time it bus been his duty to 
work for them and in their interests. 
From the salaries they have paid him 
he has amassed a large fortune, which 
proves that he has done his work well. 
During that time most of the bills in 
the interest of railroads or corpora­ 
tions that have been legislated upon 
have either been introduced by him 
or have first been approved by him. 
All this time the study of his life has 
been to luild up corporate power and 
thwart public sentiment. 
Is it to be 
wondered at then that he should 
admit that he had naught to say 
against railroails or corporations? 
“I am not hear lo say a word against 
railroads or corporations,” says the 
railroad attorney, Thomas Wilson, 
and he has proven the assertion by 
the acts of the past thirty years of 
his life—yet the democratic party of 
the state asks the people to make him 
governor. You might as well com­ 
plete the farce by making legislators 
out of the railroad magnates of the 
state and resolve the legislative se 
sions into meetings of the railroad 
boards of directors.—Litchfh Id News 
Ledger.

nam e of the A drian Alliance M ercantile and 
E le v ato r com pany.

if the natives possessed sneh, that 
ron was a great rarity, and was 
prized higher than goid. 
At first the Spaniards believed that 
the Aztecs extracted the metal in 
§ome crude fashion from its ore, which 
(bounded in many ports of thecoun- 
try, but they soon ascertained that 
this was not the case 
They found 
that not a single smelting furnace 
existed in the empire, and their sur­ 
prise was not small when they lea ru­ 
'd that the Aztecs were totally unnc- j 
quainted with any method ofextract- | 
ing the iron from the ore, which in­ 
deed they had never suspected of any 
kinship with the highly valued met­ 
al. 
The question whence the Aztecs 
had procured the little iron they pos­ 
sessed liecame a jierpleving problem 
to the Spaniards, a problem which 
they were never able to solve. The 
natives do not seem to have enlight­ 
ened them much on th - subject, for 
when asked they mysteriously {joint­ 
ed to the sky and indicated that they 
obtained their iron Irom the regions 
above. Such assertions no lioubt 
the Spaniards received with an in­ 
credulous smile, and they concluded 
that the Aztecs received it by way of 
traffic with some other perhaps more 
civilized nation, which they suspect­ 
ed to exist and kept looking for, 
north and south, for more than a 
hundred years. 
It was left to modern science to 
unravel the mystery. The Aztecs 
were quite correct. The iron of which 
they had made their implements was 
not fashioned from materials of this 
terrestrial globe, but had come to 
them from the unknown regions of 
space. Their iron w.is, in fact, of 
meteoric origin, like that cf the .May­ 
as of Yucatan and the Incas of Peru, 
of which many weapons are still pre­ 
served in collections. 


O u r Railway Mileage. 
The railway mileage of the United 
States increased only about 4,000 
miles during 18*4, making the total, 
in round numbers, 125,000 miles. 
The climax of railway construction 
was reached in 1882, during which 
year the mileage increased 11,500 
miles. The year 1878. the last of 
shrinkage of values preceding the 
business revival which culminated 
1880, gave an increase of only 2,- 
000 miles, but it was not business 
depression alone that checked rail­ 
way construction in 18x4. The in­ 
crease of mileage has been greater 
than the increase of population and 
commerce, so that time must be al­ 
lowed for the nation to grow up to 
the railway facilities already pro­ 
vided. Important lines are yet to 
be constr ucted, and undoubtedly the 
mileage will creep steadily upward 
for a long time to come, but no ex­ 
pansion like that of the Inst fifteen 
years can lie expected. 
In 18(59, 
when the last spike of the Fnion and 
Central Pacific was driven at Ogden. 
1 tali, tlie railway mileage of the 
United States was less than 14,000 
miles. The magnitude of the expan­ 
sion can tie understood by remem tier­ 
ing that the present mileage of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland is k ssthan 10,000miles, 
or only about three times that ot 
the State of New York. This com­ 
parison will be sufficient to indicate 
to any intelligent person that it 
would be folly to expect railway con- 
struction in the I riited States to 
continue at anything like its rate 
for the last fifteen years, and the 
most marvellous developments may 
lie witnessed in other parts of the 
world. England is considering the 
project of constructing 20,000 miles 
of railway in India, and the plans 
for the expenditure ot $150,000,000 
have already been drawn. China is 
not an inviting field for railway con­ 
tra' tors, but Japan is and Africa 
may soon be. 


A Bland But Shrewd Senator. 
Senator Sawyer, ofWisconsin, who 
went out West nearly forty years 
ago with two thousand dollars, the 
savings of fiiteen years, and is now- 
one of the richest men in the Pnited 
States Senate, has a large heart, and 
a sharp eye for business, too. A 
writer in the Minneapolis Tribune 
relates that he once played a neat 
trick upon some Eastern speculators. 
Some years ago some Wisconsin 
and* were advertised for sale under 
the general law, and Sena tor Sawyer, 
then, as now a large Wisconsin land­ 
holder. took care to post himself 
thoroughly upon the value of each 
parcel put up at auction. 
When the 
sale day arrived a party of Eastern 
capitalists on the lookout for a 
speculation were on hand to bid. 
They knew Sawyer, and in every in­ 
stance they raised his bid. They felt 
very much elated when they saw- or 
thought they saw a look of annoy­ 
ance steal over his placid counte­ 
nance as section after section was 
knocked 
down 
to 
them. 
They 
bought nearly every parcel upon 
which Sawyer set a price, and went 
away delighted at their shrewdness. 
Some years after, they visited Wis­ 
consin and called upon Sawyer. He 
was delighted to see them, and in­ 
vited them to his house in Oshkosh 
and treated them very hospitably. 
They were going to look at the lands 
they had purchased at the sale. 
Sawyer chuckled as he shook each 
by the hand, and invited them to 
call again when they came back. 
They have not called to date. 
The senator expected to meet sharp­ 
ers at that sale, and so he got a 
friend to bid on all the best lands for 
him, and secured the good timber 
lands offered.

Thecunning Hindoos 
caught a number of the snakes alive 
and imprisoned them in a caretully 
constructed pen, from which escape 
was impossible, but in which the co­ 
bras would feel entirely at home. 
There the snakes increased and mul­ 
tiplied fit nn amazing pate. 
From 
time to time the snake farmers would 
thin out their stock and get the 
bounties on a few dozen heads. The 
business was conducted just as syste­ 
matically as poultry raising. About 
200 cobras were kept as breeders, 
and the yield of marketable snake 
heads was large. But the govern­ 
ment officials became suspicious be­ 
cause of the business-like way in 
which the heads were brought in. 
and their invest igations soon exposed 
the whole scheme and broke up the 
enterprise.—-Calcutta Correspondence 
New York Tribune.

Joe Genevy’s Fortune. 
Many of our people know Joe 
Genevy, who was a resident of this 
city and whose fame as an organizer 
of “ministrel troupes” is well known 
in Brainerd, and the following will 
Ik* interesting reading, taking from 
the Minneapolis Tribune: 
Joseph Genevy and John H. Yaster- 
ling ware lucky when they married 
their present wives, although they 
probably did not then know what the 
propitious fates had in store for them. 
They are married to sisters who are 
daughters of Michael Wagner, of St. 
Vincent. 
Their good fortune consists 
iu that Mr. Wagner will soon receive 
from Germany $800,000 from the 
estate of his sister recently deceased, 
and proposes to divide the bulk of it 
among his children. Michael Wagner 
was bom in Germany 68 years ago, 
and is a cousin and schoolmate of the 
celebrated composer of the same 
name. 
He was of a roving disposition, 
drifting at the age o? 27 to Canada. 
Making his wav to Canada he entered 
the service of the Hubeon Bay com­ 
pany, acting as their agent. 
After 
making a little pile he began on his 
own hook, trading with the Indians 
and Scotch half-breeds. 
At this time 
he met and married his wife, herself 
a Scotch half-breed. 
He acquired 
considerable land, which is now very 
valuable. At one time he owned 2,- 
500 acres in and adjacent to the 
metropolis of Manitoba, tke city of 
Winnipeg. 
The mails at that time 
were carried by stage in summer and 
by dogs in winter, which was a very 
slow communication. 
For this rea­ 
son he neglected to keep up corre­ 
spondence with Lis relatives in Ger­ 
many, and was given up by them as 
dead. 
Ho came to St. Vincent in 
1876 with some money with which he 
bought 1,800 acres adjoining the pres­ 
ent town site. 
About that time he 
began to long for news from his family 
in Germany and re-opened cone- 
spondence with them. 
One day he 
wan notified that there was money dr. 
him from his father’s estate. 
He lefr 
for the fatherland in 1884 to secure 
his share, which amounted to $12,000 
While there he learned that he was 
hoir to his sister Catherine’s estate, 
but his identity was not believed, as 
he had almost forgotten his mother 
tongue, not having spoken it for 22 
years and his appearance being much 
altered. 
After doing his best to 
satisfy them he returned home and 
placed his case in the hands of the 
German consul at St. Paul, who finally 
adjusted the matter so that Mr. Wag­ 
ner will soon receive his fortune of 
$800,000 in good securities. 
Old 
Wagner has, in his roving, careless 
life, often been the possessor of sub­ 
stantial wealth, but let go of it as easily 
as he got it. 
Messrs. Genevy and Vasterling who 
have the assurance from Mr. Wagner 
that ho will do the handsome thing 
by them, are naturally elated over 
the good fortune that has befallen 
them. Genevy is the well known 
umbrella repairer at 316 First avenue 
south, and will keep right on in his 
business as though nothing unusual 
had befallen him. 
There are ten 
children, but by reason of Mrs. 
Genevy being the old man’s favorite, 
she will receive more than an equal 
portion. 
One hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars in cold cash will bo 
hers as soon as the money arrives, 
which may be almost any day.

It is a great misfortune th a t the 
popular name for a person who ab­ 
stains from all alcoholic liquors is a 
teetotaler; the term has fostered the 
idea th at tea is a harmless beverage, 
and it is no doubt true th at the mod 
erate use of well-made and not very 
strong tea is less harmful than the 
habitual resort to any other stimu­ 
lant. 
When, however, tea-drinking 
ceases to be the amusement of the 
leisure moment of a busy afternoon, 
and is resorted to in large quantities 
and strong infusions as a means of 
stim ulating the flagging energies to 
accomplish the allotted task, then 
distinct danger commences. A break 
down may ensue in more than one 
way: not infrequently the stimulus 
which tea in time fails to give 11s is 
sought in alcohol, and the atonic 
flatulent dyspepsia which the astrin 
gent decoction made by long drawing 
induces, helps to drive the victim to 
seek a tem porary relief in spirits, sal- 
volatile or even eaude Cologne, which 
is a t first dropped on sugar and 
finally drank out of a wine-glass. In 
other cases, by ladies especially, relief 
is sought from morphine, and in a 
E 
redisposed person the 
morphine 
abit is established with extraordi­ 
nary rapidity. It has been said th at 
as long as a person takes stim ulants 
simply for their taste he is compara­ 
tively* safe, but as soon as he begins 
to drink fcr the effect, then he is run­ 
ning into danger. 
This is perhaps 
to state the case, for stim ulants rath­ 
er too favorably, but if the rule were 
adhered to we should have fewer 
cases of educated people sliding into 
habits of secret intemperance or into 
morphinomauia. — British Medical 
Journal.

A m erican Indians Cam e From 
Asia, 
Prof. John Fiske, of Harvard col­ 
lege, in a lecture on the discovery of 
America said: 
“The aboriginal in­ 
habitants of America were undoubt­ 
edly of Asiatic origin. It is now 
kJSown that a land connection exist­ 
ed between Alaska and Kamtchatka 
in tho pre-glacial period, and it was 
probably by this route that the Asi­ 
atic colonists reached our continent. 
There is much evidence to show that 
the Eskimos are descended from these 
early Asiatic immigrants. The In­ 
dians, however, are of an entirely 
different, stock from the Eskimos. 
From Hudson's Bay southward to 
Cape Horn the red men were prob­ 
ably all of one race, though with 
some well marked divisions into sub­ 
races; and they were, doubtless, de­ 
scended from the Asiatic tribes who 
came after the plat ia! period.

riginal Am- riea was a much more 
archaic world than Europe or Asia, 
and its political and social features 
are of incalculable value to 
stu­
